Servant Girls Are Rescued with 
Difficulty and Some Are 
Overcome by 
Smoke. 


Fire ruined the south annex to the Hyde 
Park hotel at Fitty-firet street and Lake 
avenue yeaterday afternoon and the fire- 
men had a difficult task to prevent it from 
communicating to the matin structure. 

Two hundred and fifty guests, most of them 
women and children, as it is a family hotel, 
were terrified weren the building filled with 
smoke and ran wildly about, especially on the 
second floor, where the servant girls were 
screaming. 

Thirty-five of the servant girls and half a 
dozen men employés lost most of their cloth- 
ing and other personal effects and some of 
them had thrilling escapes, as they were 
asleep in their rooms when the fire started. 


Overcome or Injured. 


CARSON, JOSEPHINE, servant; overcome by 
smoke; rescued by policeman. 

FREDERICHS, EMIL. employé; hands and arms 
burned slightly and cut by glass. 

KARPERS, EVA, 18 years old, servant; fell down 
stairway; bruised. 

KLINGING, JOHN, captain of engine company 
No. 60; overcome by smoke. 

MOTTELL, MAY, 16 years old, servant; hand cut 
by glass. 

SMITH, ALBERT, employé; overcome by smoke. 
Eight automobiles in the Hyde Park ga- 

rage, adjoining the hotel on the south, were 

burned, and the upper floor of the annex, 

where the servants had their quarters, was 

ruined, although a sign at the entrance an- 

nounced that it was fireproof. 


Blaze Starts in Laundry. 

The fire started in the rear of a laundry 
which occupies the extreme southern portion 
of the annex. No one was working in the 
laundry at the time. Mrs. Charles F. Bilger, 
wife of an undertaker at 51383 Lake avenue, 
saw the flames first and called up engine 
house 60, from which Capt. John Klinging 
and his men responded to the still alarm. 
The captain turned in a 2-11 shortly after- 
ward and then a 4-11 alarm. 

The flames burned fast. The firemen tried 
to fight the blase from the from, but they 
found they could do more effective work from 
the rear stairway, where the smoke was 80 
thick that Capt. Klinging was overcome in 
the first few minutes. 

Many of the servant girls, principally scrub- 
women or others who work at night, were in 
their rooms lying down, though all were 
dressed. Josephine Carson's door was locked 
and in her excitememt she couldn't open it. 
She yelled from her window for assistance 
and then sank down just below it overcome 
by the smoke. She was carried out by Po- 
liceman Michael O’ Leary. 


Girls Have Narrow Escapes. 

Some of the other girls who had narrow 
escapes, losing their way in the confusion 
and smoke, were Marion Novak, Mary Nie- 
lus, Barbara Mottell, Rose Slamor, Stella and 
Josie Miller. Some of them went back. hoping 
to save some of their clothing, but were 
warned by the firemen to keep out of the 
burning annex. 

Albert Smith, one of the hotel employés, 
was in bed asleep in the room nearest the 
laundry when the fire started. He was 
awakened by the racket and tried to save his 
property. He threw most of his clothing 
into his trunk and was trying to push it out of 
the window when he fell over backward. 
overcome by the smoke. The trunk fell out 
of the window, but Truckman Garrett Hef- 
ferman had to carry Smith out. 

Philip Zeeter also was asleep. He escaped 
in an undershirt and a pair of duck trousers. 
Emil Fredericks lost all of his own clothing 
in his efforts to save the persona! effects of 
the girls. | 

The attention of the firemen was directed 
so intently to the annex that they didn’t 
pay much attention to the two story garage 
adjoining it. When the fire started seven 
or eight chauffeurs and helpers were sitting 
in front of the garage. After watching the fire 
a minute or two they ran out from the firat 
floor six or seven automobiles belonging to 
customers. By the time they thought of 
eight other machines, some of them on the 
second floor, it was too late to save them. 
The value of the burned autos is estimated at 
$2,000 each. They belonged to the garage. 


Panic in the Hotel. 

As soon as it became evident that the fire 
would not communicate to the main body 
of the hotel beliboys were sent to the various 
rooms to reassure the guests, who were 
packing up their belongings. The panic in 
the hotel was on the first and second floors, 
and it took some strong talk from Police 
Lieutenant Stokes to quiet the screaming 
women and children. 

Some of the servant girls lost money in 
the fire. Marion Novak missed $12, Josie 
Miller said’ she lost $10, and two or three 
other girls lost smaller sums. 

The entire second floor of the annex was 
occupied by the servants’ quarters. On the 
first floor were several stores. The loss on 
the buildings is estimated at $20,000, and the 
damage to the contents as follows: 

Tailor shop, 5112 Lake avenue, owned by J. 
Arndt & Sons; $300. 

Meat market, 5114, owned by Shafer Young; §200. 

Gtocery, 5114 and 6118, owned by Black Bros.; 


$1,000. 
Hyde Park laundry, 5120, owned by hotel man- 


agement; $1,500. 

Hyde Park hotel garage, 5122 and 6124, also 
owned by the hotel, eight autoiobiles destroyed; 
$16,000.

DOWRIES FOR GIRL TOLLERS, 


Women Trade Unionists Propose 
Fund to Promote Weddings. 


IDEA MEETS WITH APPROVAL 


Miss McDowell Thinks Marriage 
Should Be a@Profession. 


Matrimony has been ralsed to the high dig- 
nity of a profession—and a paying one at that 
—by the women who should be in a position 
to know whereof they speak—trade uniop 
women. 

It remained for the Women’s National 
Trades Union league, which held its first 
interstate conference at Hull house yester- 
day, to take action which, members of the 
league declare, will be followed by the vot- 
ing of a matrimonial endowment fund. After 
this fund has been provided matrimony 
among the members of the various trade 
unions made up of women will be encouraged 
substantially by the payment of from §100 to 
$500 to the blushing bride who leaves the 
union to take up the duties of a wife. 

Marriage should be looked upon as a dig- 
nifled profession, and as unionists we should 
encourage it,” said Miss Mary McDowell, 
who first suggested the endowment Mea. 
“In England the sensible union women are 
not so fcolishly sentimental as to pooh pooh 
the endowment idea and it now is being prac- 
ticed ina satisfactory manner. The same may 
1 id ot Germany, where it is customary te 

the young woman who leaves the union 
become a wife the dues which she had 
mei into the organization.” 


Approved with Enthusiasm. 

The idea was new and the delegates to the 
conference, most of whom are young and un- 
married, enthusiastically indorsed it. A few 
of the younger delegates blushed when they 
discussed the topic, but most of them handled 
the question in the same businesslike manner 
as they did ways and means of securing in- 
creased wages. 

“I fully agree with Miss McDowell,” said 
Miss Rose Pfanstil. ‘I would suggest that 
the endowment be about $300. It might range 
from $100 up, according to the lengtu of time 
the member has been in the union. I admit 
that the objection to women workers, that 
they always are l ing for a different life, 
is not without foundation, and the union 
should assist its members into this life.“ 


Wants Divorce Benefits Also. 

The possibilities of such an endowment 
were explained more fully by Miss Margie 
Jones of Cincinnati, who set forth that this 
endowment certainly would be accompanied 
by divorce benefits, or “‘ repeaters,” in cases 
of second marriages. 

Marriage is the goal of every woman 
worker,” she said. * Such an endowment, to 
many of its members, would be the redeem- 
ing feature of a union. In Cincinnati a 
laundryman told me that twenty-eight of 
the twenty-nine women who left him to get“ 
married returned and asked for their old 
jobs again. For this twenty-eight there 
would be the possibility of earning the en: 
dowment the second or third time.” 

Then Miss Kate Ryrie, a garment worker of 
Detroit, made a statement which, it is feared, 
will result in an exodus of Chicago woman 
workers to Detroit. 

Because of the large number of mar- 
riages in Detroit we can’t increase our mem- 
bership at all, said Miss Ryrie. We gath- 
er in the members in large numbers, but they 
are married off as fast as we can write their 
names on the books: However, we would 
favor the endowment scheme.“ 


Husbands Must Be Union Men. 


But one restriction should be made,” sug- 
gested Mrs. Samuel J. Sullivan of Indian- 
apolls. The man who gets a girl with an 
endowment must be a thorough union man. 
Unless there is a union label on him he will 
not be eligible to become the hysband of one 
of our number.” 

Thus it is expected to increase at nce the 
membership in the unions made up of women 
and of the unions for the male contingent. 
There were many other suggestions as to 
ways and means of putting the endowment 
theory into practice. It was suggested that 
there might also be a premium on each child 
born. In fact, there were so many sugges- 
tions that it was decided to send the dele- 
gates back to their locals for final instruc- 
tions and take up the question once more in 
the near future. 


Similar Meetings in the East. 


Simultaneously with the calling to crder of 
the Chicago conference, meetings in New 
York and Boston convened. Telegrams of 
congratulation were exchanged and it was 
discovered in this manner that Chicago, with 
its eighty-one organizations represented, 
was the biggest conference of the three. 

Mrs. Raymond ltobins presided at the meet- 
ing and announced the topic which had been 
set for discussion—* How May Women's 
Unions Be Best Strengthened?’ It was Miss 
McDowell who believed that the marriage en- 
dowment would be the strongest drawing 
card. 

In summing up the discussion upon the 
subject Miss Sophonisbe Breckenridge of the 
University of Chicago declared the whole 
problem was up to the women who, to a 
great extent, offered their services to em- 
ployers for practically nothing. 


Woman Suffrage Is Demanded. 

The conterence unanimously indorsed reso- 
lutions favoring the granting of equal suf- 
frage to women. It was contended that 
women never would receive proper consid- 
eration before legislative bodies until they 
have the power to punish or reward unfair 
or fair legislators by judicious use of the 
baliot. 

A resolution was adopted which demanded 
that the federal government give at least one 
woman a position upon the national bureau 


of labor. 


STREETER AGAIN DEFIES LAW; 
DRIVES OFFICER FROM BOAT. 


Former Squatter on Lake Front Says

PARIS, July 14.—The national celebration 
of the achievement of French liberty was 
marred today by an attempt on the life of 
President Fallieres by Leon Maille, a naval 
reservist. 

It is possible it was the workof anarchists, 
but it is believed almost certain to have been 
merely the act of a lunatic criminal, who was 
immediately arrested. No harm came to 
anybody except the assailant himself, who 
was roughly used by the crowd. 

The great review of thousands of troops 
had passed successfully and quietly in Long- 
champs. The trantic appeals of anti-mili- 
tarists and the confederation of labor to their 
followers to make.trouble at the review had 
been futile. Even the presence near the en- 
trance to Longchamps of negroes bearing 
huge placards across their breasts bidding 
spectators to remember the Narbonne shoot- 
ing and eulogizing the mutinous Seventeenth 
regiment’ did not affect the crowds, who 
merely looked at the placards and passed on 
to watch the review, made additionally spec- 
tacular this year by the manéuvers of the 
dirigible war balloon, the Patrie. 


Miniature Riot Precedes Attacks. 


When the review was concluded President 


18 — Prime Minister Clemenceau, and 


Falliere secretary, M. Lane, entered the 
president's carriage to return to the Palace 


logne-and the Champs Elysées, and the whole 
route homeward werd’ thronged with people 
assembled to watch the return. 

When the presidential carriage approached 
some scores of individuals who up that time 
had been indistinguishable from the rest of 
the crowd in the Avenue Bois de Boulogne, 
simultaneously spread across their breasts 
Herveist badges and cried: 

Down with Clemenceau!” Down with 
the Narbonne massacre!“ Long II the 
Seventeenth regiment! and “‘ Down with the 
army!“ 

The presidential cortége, passing at a lively 
trot, paid no heed to these cries, but spec- 
tators immediately turned upon the dis- 
turbers, aiming blows with canes and um- 
brellas at them and shouting in mighty 
chorus: Long live the army.“ 

Elaborate police precautions had been 
taken along the whole length of the route as 
well as at Longchamps, to provide for just 
such an emergency or any other. The police 
precipitated themselves upon the Herveists 
and arrested forty-one of them forthwith, of 
whom thirty-four were held.

Fallieres, as it happened, had 
just turned toward that sidewalk and was 
bowing to the crowd, when the man pulled 
a revolver from a coat pocket and fired. 

The sound of the shot wrought consterna- 
tion amid the throngs. Those nearest the 
shooter barely had time to turn and see that 
it really was he.who had done it when he 


fired a second time. 


Mob Attacks Assailant in Instant. 

A policeman who was standing almost at 
the man's side threw himself upon him. 
Instantly detectives, who were thick among 
the spectators, came to the policeman's aid. 
The man made no resistance, but stood on 
the edge of the sidewalk, with the smoking 
revolver still in his hand. The crowd, which 
had scattered in a panic at the shots, im- 
mediately closed in, endeavoring to strike 
the culprit, and some succeeded. 

The police then had to defend the prisoner 
from the crowd's anger. He went unresist- 
ingly to jail. 

The revolver he used was so small as to be 
almost regarded as a toy. It was a six 
shooter and four pullets remained in it. 

Officers attending President Fallieres 
closed around his carriage at the first shot.

CHECK WILD RACES 
IN AUTO CONTEST. 


Rigid Rules to Be Enforced by 
Officials in Charge of 
Glidden Tour. 


PACEMAKER T0 GO AHEAD 


All Arrangements Completed for 
an Early Morning Start on 
ithe Run to New York. 


Except for filling their gasoline tanks, 
which were emptied at the.First regiment 
armory to comply with CHicago insurance 
regulations, the tourists in the Glidden- 
Hower trophy contests had everything 
ready last evening for the start on their 
1,200 mile run to New York. 

This morning between 7 and 9 o'clock the 
long line of automobiles will check out“ in 
front of the Auditorium Annex and start for 
South Bend, Ind. by the same route as the 
one by which they came to Chicago on Fri- 
day. The conditions, however, under which 
the run is to be made will be radically differ- 
ent from those which governed the trip to 
Chicago. 

At a conference of the American Automo- 
bilé association officials who are in charge 
of the tour it was decided, in view of the ex- 
perience of the first three days of the run, 
that the contesting machines should not be 
left to govern themselves on the road accord- 
ing to their own caprices, as they have been 
thus far. 

Hower Will Set the-Pace. 

During the remainder of the tour Chairman 
Frank B. Hower of the executive committee 
will start at the beginning of each day’s run 
half an hour ahead of the first contestant and 
act as pacemaker throughout the day. No 
car will be allowed to pass the paceinaker 
unless his machine should be disabied, in 
which event car No. 1 in the line will take his 
place. The pacemaker will set a pace which. 
in his judgment. all the cars in the line can 
follow, and will aim to reach the destination 
for the day half an hour ahead of the schedule 
to allow for possible breakdowns and delays. 

In addition to this regulation, each car will 
be given, as it starts, a card on which a num- 
ber is conspicuously painted, the numbers 
being in rotation and representing the car's 
place in the line. The contesting cars w!)l 
then be expected to maintain the order in 
which they started, except in the event of 
breakdowns or evident soldicring on the 
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part of some one. 

Six and a quarter hours, the same time al- 
lowance as on Friday, will be the schedule 
for today’s run. From Chicago the run to 
New York will be continuous except for a 
stopover on Sunday at Bedford Springs. 


Route for Rest of Run. 
In detail the route for the remainder of the 
run is as follows:

Undertakers Claim to Have Found 
One of the Strangest Cases on Rec- 
ord at Mount Olivet Cemetery. 


What is asserted by Chicago undertakers to 
be one of-the strangest cases on record was 
disclosed yesterday afternoon when the cas- 
ket containing the body of Miss Mary M.

FEAR SCHEME TO AID DUNNE. 


T. P. Quinn Shocks Hearers by Severe 
Censure of Former Mayor. 


gave for a couple of disquieting speeches 
the concatenated federation of organizations 
opposing the new Chicago charter effected a 
characteristic inauguration of their campaign 
yesterday afternoon at the Jefferson club. 
When chairman Western Starr called the 
meeting to order he gazed out over an s- 
semblage numbering exactly seventeen per- 
sons. 

Louls F. Post was there to represent the 
new Public Policy club, and Wiley W. Mills | 
the Jefferson club, and Raymond Robins up- 
lifters in general. T. P. Quinn came as the 
spokesman of the Municipal Ownership 
league. 

The disquieting element was furnished prin- 
cipally by Mr. Quinn, who shocked all present 
by his rude references to the men who for 
two years officially,embodied the theories and 
aims of radical uplifting. 


Fear a Political Trap. 

“ The reason there is not a large attendance 
here today, said Mr. Quinn, may be easily 
explained. There is a fear on the part of the 
various organizations that they might be 
led into a political trap, the end of which 
would be the support of some candidate or 
candidates. I don't blame them—they have 
been fooled so often. The organizations ex- 
pected to be represented here today are 
waiting to see whether this opposition to 
the charter is a political move. 

„% No one worked as hard as I did to elect 
Judge Dunne mayor of Chicago, and none 
worked so hard as I did to defeat him for re- 


1 election. I opposed him because l believed he 


betrayed municipal ownership, the refer- 
endum, and the cause ot labor. But it should 
be made plain that there is no politics in this 
campaign against the charter.” 

The othér discomfiting utterance was made 
by Neil C. McCallum, representing the Inter- 
national Union of Steam Engineers. 

“My organization is not a unit on this 
proposition,“ he said. We look on it as a 
ort of spasm in bodies controlled by polit- 
ical motives. The class I represent has suf- 
fered enough in the last ten years from 
institutions and forms of local government 
that we would gladly see relegated to the 
rear. I myself am one of the victims of Har- 
rison and Dunne. 

“If the Jefferson club is to follow in the 


tion to join this movement. We will not go 
into such a deal. As soon as you make it 
plain that you have turned about face and 
have parted company with the men who have 
disgraced the city, including the school 
board, then the steam engineers will be with 
you in your opposition to the charter.“ 


Defer Action for Larger Meeting. 

Mr. Post reluctantly stated it as his opin- 
jon that in view of the small attendance it 
would be better to get a larger following 
before launching a campaign against the 
charter. Chairman Starr appointed Ray- 
mond Robins, Allen T. Burns of the Chicago 
Commons, and George C. Olcott of the Good 
Government club to solicit organizations to 
gend delegates to the next meeting, which 
will be held at the Jefferson club July 28. 
At that time another attempt will be made 
to inaugurate the campaign. *

BANISH THE STEAM LOCOMOTIVES. 

The other day Tun Trisune said that 
the substitution of electric for steam 
power would rid the summer trips of com- 
muters to and from town of the nuisance 
of smoke and cinders. The idea appealed 
to Ald. Fisher, and at the last council 
meeting he offered a resolution instructing 
the appropriate committee to draft for 
submission to the general assembly a bill 
authorizing the state railroad and ware- 
house commission to compel railroads to 
adopt electricity in their suburban service. 

This is not an exclusively Cook county 
measure, It ought to have the support of 
the representatives from Lake, Du Page, 
Kane, Will, and other counties which con- 
tribute their quotas to the great army of 
commuters which moves in the direction 
of Chicago every week day morning and 
moves out again by nightfall. The legisla- 
ture, when it reassembles in October, may 
feel inclined to stay in Springfield until 
about Christmas time. In that case it will 
have abundant opportunity to give the 
railroad and warehouse commission the 
authority in question. Then the commis- 
sion will be able to call upon the railroads 
to do a little electrification by next sum- 
mer. 

There ought to be no need of action by 
siate officials as far as*some of the rail- 
roads are concerned. Take the Illinois 
Central, for instance, a road which does 
an enormous suburban business. It ought 
to abandon the use of steam on all its 
fieight and passenger trains, at least with- 
in the city. Really, it ought to do so 
within the county, and set an example 
which other roads would have to follow. 
sooner or later. 

Grant park has risen from the waters 
of the outer harbor. It is nearly ready 
for the top dressing of loam and for the 
planting of trees and shrubs. The officers 
of the Illinois Central cannot believe that 
after the park shall have been made an 
attractive spot the engines of that road 
will be permitted to deluge it with smoke 
‘and cinders and kill the grass and the 
shrubbery. ‘They had better begin prepar- 
ing for the inevitable. It is said that they 
have been studying the subject of elec- 
trical power for some time and have eol- 
lected much valuable information. Then 
proceed to make use of it. 


ART IN THE GHETTO. 

The distinguished alderman from the 
Ninth ward is partly right, partly wrong, 
when, in speaking of the objections of the 
Municipal Art league to the proposed 
fountain in the. Ghetto, he says: “ We 
don’t care whether the blessed fountain 
is artistic or not.” Undoubtedly this was 
spoken in the heat of vexation over an- 
noying delay, for the days are warm, the 
district is crowded, and the demands of 
the thirsting are pronounced and numer- 
ous, 

It must be admitted at once that when 
the Municipal Art league declares a foun- 
tain impossible, objecting not to the work- 
ing of the fountain but to the swans and 
the spouting fish which decorate it, the 
opinion necessarily carries great weight. 
And it must be conceded, also, that the 
protesting alderman. is hasty. in his asser- 
tion that the artistic question is one about 
which nobody in the Ghetto is concerned, 
The Jews are an artistic people. The his- 
tory of civilization contains many illus- 
trious names of Jews who have contrib- 
uted directly to the cause of art, and more 
names of those who are in complete sym- 
pathy with the beautiful in art. There- 
fore, to say that nobody in the Ghetto 
would find fault or be artistically vexed 
with an impossible swan or a miserable 
spouting fish is a reflection that will prop- 
erly excite an expression of indignant dis- 
sent. 

At the same time it is possible to make 
a serious handicap of artistic criticism. 
Circumstances must govern cases. It is 
recalled that when the children of Israel 
came into the desert of Zin they were 
famished for water. Thereupon Moses, 
recognizing the emergency, promptly 
smote twice with his rod upon the rock 
“and the water came out abundantly.” 
We do.not read that at this crisis the 
Municipal Art league of Kadesh presented 
itself and condemned the impromptu foun- 
tain on the ground that it was inartistie 
and not up to the specifications. Probably 
neither Moses nor the children of Israel 
would have tolerated any interference at 
this stage. What they were after was 
water, so Moses gave them water as ex- 
peditiously as possible, without even paus- 
ing to reflect that he might be destroying 
their artistic instincts. 

Therefore, it seems right and fair that 
if the good citizens of the Ghetto are suf- 
fering from thirst they should receive at- 
tention even if the attention violates some 
of ‘the canons of art. An arrangement 
might be made by which the impossjple 
swan and the distressing spouting fish 
could do temporary duty until their places 
could be filled by worthier products of art. 
Because the art league is virtuous in its 
artistic protestations it does not follow 
that there shal} be no more water in the 
Ghetto. Art is long and time is fleeting, 
and by the time artistic sensibilities are 
satisfied the summer will have slipped 
away and much privation will have re- 
sulted. This is a trifle that appears to 
have been overlooked down in the Fine 
Arts building. 


THE RHODES SCHOLARS. 

The first set of American students W. 
mitted to the colleges in Oxford under 
the provisions of the will of Cecil Rhodes 
has completed the allotted period of resi- 
dence in the famous English university 
town. The appointments made in 1904 
were for three years, selection being made 
after examination under rather unfamiliar 
methods from the American point of view, 
personal character and athletic ability 
being considered in the judgment. 

There was much uncertainty at the 
time abont the attitude of conservative 
Oxford toward the infusion of fresh blood 
from America.

ing about all the available information for 


the benefit of the prospective students. 

These conditions no doubt proved seri- 
ous handicaps to the first company of 
scholars on the Rhodes foundation. If 
they Had succeeded in making a fair 
showing as pioneers it would have been 
greatly to their credit and would have 
been satisfactory from the point of view 
of.their friends and well wishers at home, 
The future scholars will have an easier 
time. Those who have been in the uni- 
versity since 1904 have written many let- 
ters home. They have contributed articles 
for their college papers. They have given 
their impressions in more widely circu- 
lated periodicals. The knowledge of the 
conditions to be met is far better now 
than it was for the first group. 

The American boys have done much 
more than simply to make a respectable 
showing. Reports are coming of the win- 
ning of honors in various fields, the first 
Rhodes scholar from IIlinois being among 
those to win distinction. One of the com- 
pany gives in a recent issue of the Inde- 
pendent a review of the achievements of 
the first group, which indicates that Amer- 
ica has just reason for pride in its rep- 
resentatives. : 

Three-fourths of the Oxford undergrad- 
uates are “ passmen,” receiving on com- 
pletion of the course the degree of Bache- 
lor of Arts, representing a smaller de- 
gree of proficiency than the correspond- 
ing degree from any reputable American 
college.” The minority are “ honor” men, 


«the successful among whom are divided 


into four classes, according to rank. A 
position in the first or second class in- 
dicates a higher degree and kind of schol- 
arship than that of any American Bache- 
lor of Arts. The success of the American 
boys in the honor ranks is distinctly cred- 
itable. i 

The Independent's contributor believes 
that the results of the first three years 
have exceeded rather than disappointed 
expettations, that the American students 
have been favorably impressed with Ox- 
ford as their acquaintance with it has 
improved, and that Oxford sentiment, 
tutorial and undergraduate alike, has re- 
garded the infusion of Americans with a 
kindliness hardly to have been expected 
from such a conservative community.

Just at present the Hungarian government 
and parliament are endeavoring, in the face of 
the opposition of the emperor, to place on the 
Magyar statute book a law which virtually 
reéstablishes serfdom and which has for its 
avowed object to check the flow ot Hun- 
garian emigrants to the United States by 
binding laborers to the land.” 

The provisions of the law are almost in- 
credible in a civilized country in the twentieth 
century. It makes it a penal offense for a 
laborer or for any member of his family to 
leave a farm without permission, or for a 
peasant tenant or any member of his family 
to quit the estate without the authorization 
of the landowner. . 

It is an offense to fall to perform on Sun- 
day work considered urgent by the employer, 
and the law, moreover, confers upon agricul- 
tural employers the right to inflict corporal 
chastisement upon laborers, both male and 
female, who are still minors, that is to say, 
under 21 years of age. This flogging already 
exists. Girls of 18 may be publicly flogged 
for trivial offenses, even for offenses of which 
they themselves are innocent but which have 
been committed by their parents or relatives, 

The law in question now gives legal sanc- 
tion to the flogging, and thus it may be seen 
that the employers of agricultural labor in 
Hungary, that is to say, more especially the 
landowning classes, are endeavoring to ar- 
rest the exodus of the peasantry of Hungary 
and of Croatia to the United States by not 
merely fines and imprisonment but also by 
the public flogging of the grown up sons 
and daughters of the peasantry, providing 
they are under 21 years of age. 

— 


This extraordinary law, which has passed 
both uses of the national legislature at 
Budapest, without serious opposition, and 
which the London Times and other organs of 
the foreign press describe as infamous” 
and as the most reactionary piece of legis- 
lation conceived for decades in Europe,” is 
being held up-by the emperor, who declines 
to give that royal sanction which alone can 
convert it into a law of the land. 

True, from a strictly constitutional point 
of view, it would be his duty to sign it. But 
here is where despotism finds itself on the 
side of the rights of the people. He declines 
to reduce to absolute slavery not only the 
Magyar peasantry, which constitute the 
bulk of the Magyar population, but also all 
the great agricultural population of Croatia, 
which has always been denied any rep- 
resentation to speak of in the parliament 
of Hungary, to which it is subject, although 
its population is numerically far superior to 
that of Hungary. 

Emperor Francis Joseph is insisting upon 
the inauguration of universal suffrage in 
Hungary and Croatia, which would give 
Croatian and also the downtrodden Hun- 
garian peasantry, for the first time, political 
rights and a voice in the administration of 
their destinies that has hitherto been denied 
to them. 

Francis Joseph rightly argues that the 
legislature as now constitute” at Budapest 
does net represent the views and the wishes 
of the Hungarian kingdom as a whole. That 
is one of the chief sources of bitterness be- 
tween the old emperor and the Hungarian 
government just at present. The nationalist 
leaders, who compose the admipistration, 
realize that their oligarchy will be at an end 
as soon as ever Francis Joseph gets Nis way 
and introduces universal suffrage in Hun- 
gary, as he has already done in Austria, and 
it cannot be sufficiently made known here in 
America that in his fight with the Hungarian 
government he is championing the cause of 
the people, while the nationalist Hungarian 
government stands for medieval tyranny, 
serfdom, and reaction.

Lord Arundell of Wardour, having been a 
priest of the Roman Catholic church, has left 
no issue to inherit the honors and estates 
which came to him on the death of his broth- 
er last year, and it 18, therefore, a distant 
cousin, Edgar Clifford Arundell, descended 
from the sixth baron, who now becomes the 
fourteenth Lord Arundell of Wardour, and 
owner, or rather life tenant, of Wardour 
castle. 

He is a man of about 50, has been married 
for about ten years, and has no children. His 
heir is therefore his only brother, Gerald, a 
bachelor of 47. Should the latter fail to wed 
and to leave issue, the barony of Arundell of 
Wardour, created by King James I., will be- 
come extinct. It is a peerage which was con- 
ferred upon Sir Thomas Arundell, who, in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, entered the service 
of the emperor of Germany, and so geratly 
distinguished himself at the battle of Gran, 
against the Turks, capturing their standard 
with his own hands, that he was then and 
there created a count of the holy Roman em- 
pire by Emperor Rudolph II., being raised to 
the English peerage as Lord Arundell of 
Wardour on his return to England. 

The second Lord Arundell blew the greater 
portion of Wardour castle into the air rather 
than leave it in the hands of Oliver Cromwell 
and of his troops, who had successfully be- 
sieged it, while the third lord was imprisoned 
fer five years in the Tower of London upon 
the perjured testimony of the infamous in- 
former Titus Oates. 

— 


Wardour castle in Wiltshire has been in the 
possession of the Arundells since its purchase 
from the Grevilles in 1547 by Sir Thomas 
Arundell, who lost his head on the scaffold 
during the reign of Edward VI., in spite of the 
fact that he had been a brother-in-law of 
Henry VIII., his wife having been a sister of 
Queen Catherine Howard, the fifth of the 
many wives of the Bluebeard monarch. 

All the Arundells, since the first Lord 
Arundell, possess the title of count and coun- 
tess of the holy Roman empire, and they have 
included the late Lady Burton, wife of the 
celebrated oriental explorer, Sir Richard 
Burton, and an aunt of the new Lord Arun- 
dell.

With the death of Baron Edward Robert 
von Swinburne, at the age of 83, the Austrian 
branch of the Swinburne family becomes ex- 
tinct. For the baron, who was a veteran 
colonel of the army and a chamberlain of the 
emperor, never married and was the only 
son of that Austrian field marshal, Baron 
Robert Swinburne, who was for ‘so many 
years Austrian governor of Milan and vice- 
roy of Lombardy. The Swinburnes always 
have been held in high honor in Austria, and 
Henry Swinburne, the traveler whose books 
on Spain and Italy, printed in the middle of 
the eighteenth century, are standard works 
today, was a particular favorite of Empress 


‘Maria Theresa, whose son, Emperor Joseph, 


became godfather to Henry Swinburne’s son. 

The Swinburnes are one of the oldest fam- 
lieg in England and were settled at Swin- 
burne castle in Northumberland at the time 
of the Norman conquest. The castle passed 
through marriage in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, first to the Witheringtons, and 
then to the Riddels, in whose possession it is 
now, the country seat of the head of the 
house of Swinburne since 1572 having been 
Capheaton hall, near Newcastle-on-the 


Tyne.

The most famous member of the family to- 
day undoubtedly is England's foremost poet, 
Algernon Swinburne, son of the late Admiral 
Charies and Lady Jane Swinburne, and who 
undoubtedly would have been appointed to 
succeed Lord Tennyson as poet laureate had 
it not been for the radical and even downright 
revolutionary opinions which he profesags in 
all political matters, especially with regard to 

ussian affairs. 


ne chief of the family is Sir John Swin- 


burne, the second of whose three wives was 
an American woman, whose acquaintance he 
made during one of his stays in the United 
States as the representative of the 
holders of the Virginia state bonds.

Civic Federation Experts Point 
Out Defects in System. 


RIGHT TO VOTE IN PERIL. 


Organization of Municipal Workmen 
in England Léads to Crisis. 


New York, July 14.—[Special.}—Municipal 
ownership of gas, water, and light and power 
Plant is declared an “ inglorious failure ’’ by 
two of the experts acting for the National 
Civic federation in an exhaustive 


examina- 
tion of utility plants in America and England. 


Two other investigators take a hopeful view 
of municipalization. 

The experts are Walton Clark, vice pres 
dent of the United Gas Improvement com- 
pany of Philadelphia, and Charles L. Edgar, 
president of the Edison Electric and Illumi- 
nating company of Boston, who criticise se- 
verely the municipal plants examined. The 
other two are Prof. Frank Parsons of Boston, 
president of the National Public Ownership 
league, and Edward W. Bemis, sw tend: 
ent of the Cleveland (O.) water w , find 
much to favor in municipal plants which 
were investigated. 


— 
Experience Proves Fallacy. 
Messrs, Clark and Edgar concur in the 
statement that the inquiry of the committee, 
both from the standpoint of British and 
American experience, more especially the 
latter, has shown that where municipal 
ownership has been removed from the realm 
of philosophic discussion and put to the test 
of actual experience it has failed inglorious- 
ly.”” The belief is expressed by these gentle- 
men that the few enthusiasts who still ad- 
vocate municipal ownership will soon be con- 
vinced by the logic of events, and turning 
their energies to other things will through 
them realize their ambitions of usefulness to 
their fellows.” ’ 
Prof. Parsons and Mr. Bemis, on the other 
hand, declare that the failures of municipal 
ownership are insignificant compared to the 
failures of private ownership, either in num- 
ber or importance, 
— 


Menace Seen in England. 

Mr. Edgar and Mr. Clark agree in setting 
forth numerous objections to municipaliza- 
tion, an important one being that in several 
British cities which have tried public owner- 
ship it has been found that the organization 
of municipal workmen constitutes a serious 
threat against the municipality itself andasa 
result the disfranchisement of city employés 
is being seriously considered in England. 

Were municipal employés in this country to 
organize, under extended city control of pub- 
lic utilities, the writers declare the remaining 
voters would find themselves beneath “a 
tyranny of democracy which is no less galling 
to the individual oppressed and no less detri- 
mental to the welfare of the state than is the 
tyranny of a despot.”’ 

After reviewing the conditions found in 
municipal gas plants, the service of which 
was declared to be inefficient, Messrs. Edgar 
and Clark, in their report, discuss the situ- 
ation with respect to electric light plants. 
In all cases the municipal enterprises are 
said to be below the standard of private 
companies. 

— 
Chicago Light Plants Obsolete. 

Of Chicago’s four municipal electric plants, 
three are declared to be of obsolete type, 
while the fourth is not properly constructed 
for economical operation. The stations are 
scattered through the city without system 
and are poorly located. The plants use 
1,400,000,000 gallons of city water (minimum), 
for which no charge is made. Of the 6,700 
lamps in use, 4,180 are’ of a type which has 
been generally discarded throughout the 
country. 

In Chicago, the civil service rules are de- 
clared to be a source of inefficiency. Men 
who have become inefficient are held in re- 
sponsible positions longer than they should 
be and the best men are often prevented from 
being advanced in rank or chogen from the 
outside because of lack of the special knowl- 
edge required)by the civil service examiners, 


— 
Chicago Water System Weak. 

Water systems operated by the municipal- 
ities in Chicago, Cleveland, and Syracuse and 
by, private companies in Indianapolis and 
New Haven, were investigated. The engi- 
neer quoted by Messrs. Edgar and Clark 
found that at Chicago the facilities for de- 
veloping water — the present sources of 
supply are insufficient. 

In Chicago complaints of lack of pressure 
were numerous, houses in certain districts 
being able to get water in their upper stories 
only at night. In Cleveland and Syracuse 
the pressure was, on the whole, satisfactory. 

Syracuse is found to have the greatest mile- 
age of water mains per 100 miles of streets 
and Indianapolis and Chicago the smallest. 

In summarizing the result of their inquiry 
Messrs. Clark and Edgar say, in part: 

It seems that the citizen obtains the 
cheapest water in Cleveland, while New 
Haven is the second cheapest. At Indian- 
apolis the poor man gets water fairly cheap, 
but the cost increases rapidly as the class of 
dwelling improves. At both Chicago and 
Syracuse the poor man pays a high price for 
water.“ 

— 


„Reformers“ Lose Way. 

Mr. Edgar and Mr. Clark conclude their re- 
view as follows: ’ . 

Whatever the subjective relation ot mu- 
nicipalizers to their reform, their objective 
relation, as we have seen, is far from what it 
once was regarding the commodities and 
services to be municipalized. They have 
been obliged by the logic of events to cut 
away from much that seemed precious to 
themselves and to many who trained with 
them, 

Their oppogents, taking cognizance of the 
projects abardjoned, hoped that now mu- 
nicipalizers might/be pinned down to the con- 
sideration of ascertained facts relating to un- 
dertakings which their representatives have 
had an opportunity to visit and to develop- 
ments obvious to all who are interested in 
the progress of the debate on the question. 
The voluntary movement of the municipal- 
izers to this not easily shiftable point would, 
we submit, in itself have been a contribution 
to the cause of truth and a source of gratifica- 
tion to their adversaries.

Socialism Is Unmasked. 


But the radical British municipalizer has 
exhibited the resources of hope and fancy, if 
not of logic and consistency. While his 
American comrade is still shouting for 
municipal ownership, he is today, in his lat- 
est frame of mind, looking expectantly to 
‘municipalization by provinces —that is, for 
gas, water, tramways, and electricity he 
now wants national government, appropri- 
ation, ownership, and operation. He has 
dropped municipalism and comes out for 
what he all the time had in the background 
of his thought—soclialism. 

When ex-Mayor Dunne of Chicago came 
out last summer for twenty year franchises 
for the street car corporations of his city he 
demolished .his platform, ignored his cam- 
paign principles, and returned to the system 
of private ownership in the one industry 
whose reform through municipaligation wag 
the loudest cry that gave him his office.”

PLAN NOVEL MOTOR BOAT TRIP. 


Effort Will Be Made to Carry Message 
to President Roosevelt from Chi- 
me to St. Louis. 


Peoria, July 14.—[{Special.]—The Illinois Valley 
Yacht elub of P a will ask the coiiperation of 
the Chicago power * clubs and that of the Illini 
. C. of St. Louls in carrying out a motor boat re- 
lay race between Chicago and St. Louis to attempt 
to take a message of greeting from Mayer Busse 
to President Roosevelt in St. Louis on Oct.2. The 
route of the race will be through the Ilinois-Micht- 
gan canal, the entire length of the navigable IIII- 
nois river, and forty miles on the Mississippi. 
INinois valley yachtmen estimate that the trip of 
about 360 miles can easily be done within thirty- 
six hours. 
If the Chicago power boat men can navigate the 
canal at a rate of six or seven miles per hour, IIIIi- 
nois valley boatmen will guarantee to negotiate 
the entire length of the Illinois at a pace of from 
thirteen’ to fifteen miles and under the best of con- 
ditions at a rate of twenty-one miles an hour.

Pending More Definite Crop News 
Operators Employ Caution. 


NORTHWEST ADVICES 


Spring Plant Reported to Be Making |

are flaunting strong arguments, but neither

sions last week found the market engulfed 
in bearish sentiment, but toward the end of 
the period unfavorable crop advices from 
spring wheat territory checked the aggres- 
siveness of the price pounders and inspired 
considerable courage in the ranks of the price 
defenders. Pit developments strongly indi- 
cated an extensive short interest, and the 
covering by shorts was one of the principal 
tonics.

Thrashing returns in the southwest were, 
on the whole, considered favorable in view of 
the unusual vicissitudes of the freakish grow- 
Some authorities see

belt, the plant being reported backward and 
surprisingly unresponsive to better weather 
Bullish construction was given 
to the government’s report on corn. 
it was figured that this 
year’s yield would fall fully 400,000,000 bu 
under last year’s outturn. Taking into con- 
sideration the rapidly expanding consump- 
tive demand, bulls insist that this country 
must have a crop as large as last year’s if 
prices are to be held where they now are.

NEW YORK TRADING SMALL. 


Stock Market Dull, but with a Strong 
Undertone Evident—Union Pa- 
cific Good Leader. 


NEW YORK, July 14.—[Special. ]—The ac- 
tivity and strength in yesterday’s market 
was confined to a few stocks, among which 
Union, Pacific was a leader, because of the 
belief that the report on the government in- 
quiry into that road's operations would not 
recommend such strong meagures as were 
at first expected. 

The Hill stocks were affected by talk of a 
maturing plan for the transfer of Northern 
Pacific’s equity in the Burlington to the 
Great Northern. The pleating was strong with 
the gains held. 

The rectification of last week’s discrepancy 
in the cash item of the bank statement con- 
duced to the favorable showing of the clear- 
ing house institutions today and explained 
the small effect of the week’s withdrawal of 
government deposits from the banks on top 
of a seeming exhaustion of surplus reserves. 


The cash gain. reported today by the banks 


of $4,000,000 compares with an apparent loss 
on the known imports of money of upwards 
of $6,000,000 

Last week’s statement, on the contrary, 
reported a loss of $5,000,000 cash, where a 
gain of $7,000,000 had occurred, according 
to the known movements of money. The 
explanation probably is that corporations 
transferred deposits from banks to trust com- 
panies on a large scale to effect the July 
statements, after which these cash holdings 
have been transferred back to the banks. 

The heavy loan contraction of $10,888,400 
is ascribed partly to stock market liquida- 
tion. An expectatiag of some such anomaly 
in the bank statement was a factor in keep 
ing up prices in the dull market.

Allegation of Discontented Policy Hold- 
ers Said by Superintendent of In- 
surance to Be Unfounded. 


Frederick Potter, state superintendent of 
insurance, has approved the repert of the 
National Life Insurance company on its con- 
dition on Jan. 1, and has declared the allega- 
tions filed last May by Attorney James 8. 
Hopkins on behalf of discontented policy 
holders were unfounded. 

Maj. John J. Brinkerhoff, the actuary for 
the department, and H. 8. Dietrich, state 
appraiser, examined the assets of the com- 
pany. The valuation of $3,000,000 put upon 
the company’s building at 159 La SaYestreet, 
which the complaining policy holders said 
was an inflated value, is declared a fair one. 

It was found that no extravagant salaries 
are paid to the officials and that the general 
expenses of conducting the company have 
been reduced materially.

McRoberts, several times —— and 
president of the proposed Pittsburg and 
Northeastern railroad, announced today he 
would ask the Pittsburg councils for a fran- 
chise giving the right to enter the city.

At Selocta the road will connect with one 
of the several new roads in course of con- 
struction under different corporation names. 

The 
Pittsburg and Northeastern will give the 
Vanderbilt system a second entrance into 
Pittsburg. 


KANSAS EAGER FOR 2CENT FARE 


Railroads Asked to Put Reduction Into 
Effect—Board of Commission- 
ers May Act. 


Topeka, Kas., July 14.—[Special.]—Kansas 
may join the list of 2 cent passenger rate 
states soon. If the railroads will not put in 
this rate voluntarily the state board of rail- 
road commissioners will make an order to 
have it put into effect. The following letter 
has been sent to the legal departments of the 
railroade: 

“As you are aware railroads operating in 
the states of Nebraska, Missouri, and Arkan- 
sas have in effect a 2 cent passenger fare rate. 
The.fact that this law is in effect in neigh- 
boring states and the fact that conditions 
in these states from a passenger traffic 
standpoint are similar to those existing in 
Kansas is creating a general demand for 
the establishment of a 2 cent maximum fare 
in this state. 

“The purpose of this letter bis to urge 
upon your company the importance of con- 
sidering the establishment of an emergency 
maximum 2 cent passenger rate in Kansas 
eo that Kansas may be placed upon an equal 
footing with surrounding territory in this 
regard. 


CAR OWNERS TO PRESS CLAIMS. 


Association to Be Formed at Cleveland 
Meeting to Secure Concerted Ac- 
tion on Railway Lines. 


Cleveland, O., July 14.—[Special.]—Owners 
of freight cars used by the railroads have 
issued a call for a meeting to be held here 
Aug. 1 and 2. It is intended to organize a 
“car owners’ association to take concerted 
action in placing privately owned cars on the 
same basis as those belonging to the trans- 
portation companies, insofar as per diem and 
demurrage charges are concerned. It is ex- 
pected more than 250 owners will attend the 
meeting. 


VALUATIONS ARE INCREASED 
ON TOWN OF LAKE REALTY. 


Assesors’ Figures, Just Completed, 
Are 14 Per Cent More than Board 
of Review’s Were Last Year. 


Real estate valuations for the town of 
Lake, completed last night by the clerks in 
the offices ot the board of assessors, show an 
increase of 14 per cent over the valuation 
placed on the same property by the board of 
review last year. 

The total, as returned by the assessors, 
was $26,267,518. The assessors scheduled the 
same property last year at $28,016,237, and 
this was reduced by the reviewing body to 
$22,913,144.

Another sult involving the title to valuable 
land in the vicinity of Gary, the steel trust's 
new city in Indiana, has been filed at Crown 
Point, Ind. The suit is brought by Henry

Bradford claims a fourt interest in the 
land, and says there was collusion by others 
in getting possession of it. His suit is direct-
